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G.S-B. 618. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 46 and 47 of 
the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (16 of 1908), the Central Government hereby directs 
that— 

(a) a vessel entering the port of Paradlp in ballast and not carrying pas¬ 
sengers shall be charged with a port-due at three-fourths of the rate 
with which she would otherwise he chargeable; 

(h) when a vessel enters the port of Paradlp but does not discharge or 
take in any cargo or passengers therein (with the exception of such 
unshipment and reshipment as may be necessary for purposes of 
repair) she shall be charged with a port-due at half the rate with 
which she would otherwise be chargeable.
